Poor Crops and Presidential Year Re-
sponsible for Condition.

Edgar W. Btahl, who has charge of
the linotype room of The Morning
Asicsian, returned to Astoria yester-
day after on absence of seven weeks
in the east. Mr, Stahl traveled through
the middle west, and states that busi-
ness conditions are not at all satis-
factory there. People who have money
seem to be very timid and the effect
is plainly noted throughout HNlinols
Indlans, Ohlo, Iowa and other states
in that section.
“Primarily the business decling Is
due to poor crop prospacts,” sald Mr.
Hiahl yesterday. “All of the cereals
are backward, because of the lack of
rain, and the indications are that the
cropf will be shorter this year than
for many years past. Not only does
this condition prevall in the eastern
states,*but even on the coast the out-
look is poor. I have been In the Wil-
lamette valley for a few days, and
the same complaint is made there.
“Businesa I8 always dull just before
a presidential election, and the ap-
proaching election is having its effect
throughout the entire country. Peo-
ple who have money are holding it
after the fashion of the times, and
there 18 a decided scarcity of money
east of the Rockles. Businens is bet-
ter on the coast than in the east, and
we hear less in the west of actual con-
ditlons than one learns when visiting
there, It seems to be pretly generally
felt that the present summer will be
very dull”
